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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This is in response to the amendment filed on 12 March 2007. 

2. Claims 23, 24, 26-35 and 40-51 are pending in the application. 

3. Claims 23, 24, 26-35 and 40-51 have been rejected. 

4. Claims 1-22, 25, 36-39 and 52-63 have been cancelled. 

Response to Amendment 

5. The examiner approves of the amendments made to claims 26 and 40. No new matter has 
been added. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 23, 24, 26-35 and 40-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

7. Claims 26 and 40 recite the limitation "said communication interface device" in the 
preamble. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. The examiner 
suggests amending the claims to recite "said network interface device". 

8. Independent claims 26 and 40 recite in the first step "allowing a connection to said 
network to be established when said host device uses said network interface device without the 
required firewall capability only if a firewall device comprising a hardware implemented firewall 
is coupled to said host device". However, it is unclear to the examiner as to which device 
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(network interface device or host device) is allowing a connection to the network. Clarification 
is required. 

9. Independent claims 26 and 40 recite in the final step "performing a configuration 
integrity check of a software component on a host device, wherein said configuration integrity 
check is performed before said network connection is allowed, wherein said connection is 
allowed only if said configuration integrity check passes". However, it is unclear to the 
examiner why an integrity check for a network connection would take place after a connection 
has been allowed to the network. 

Any claims not directly addressed are rejected on their virtue of dependency. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 23, 24, 26-35 and 40-51 are allowed. 

Prior art does not disclose, teach or fairly suggest "performing a configuration integrity 
check of a software component on a host device, wherein said configuration integrity check is 
performed before said network connection is allowed, wherein said connection is allowed only if 
said configuration integrity check passes". Prior art does not disclose, teach or fairly suggest 
step "allowing a connection to said network to be established when said host device uses said 
network interface device without the required firewall capability only if a firewall device 
comprising a hardware implemented firewall is coupled to said host device".
